ITALIAN TROOPS 
IN PRESSBURG. 

London, Wednesday, March 26.— 
Italian troops have occupied the 
town of Pressburg, thirty-five miles 
southeast of Vienna, on the Hun- 
garian side of the border, accord- 
ing to a dispatch from Budapest, 
forwarded by the Central News cor- 
respondent at Berlin, 


London, March 27.—Italian troops 
have entered Raab, about 50 miles 
southeast of Pressburg, according 
to Vienna dispatches to the Central 
News. Already 7,000 Italians are in 
Pressburg. 


Paris, March 27.—A Berlin dis- 
patch to The Temps says that the 
Italian troops have occupied Press- 
burg apparently on the request of 
the Czecho-Slovaks, or at least 
after a previous understanding with 
them.

New York, March 27.—George 
Creel, former chairman of the com- 
mittee on public information, made 
public here tonight a summary of 
the secret correspondence of Count 
Czernin, late foreign minister of 
Austria-Hungary, which was turn- 
ed over to Edgar Sisson at Prague 
by the custodian official of the Bo- 
hemian government on January 24 
last. One of the most sensational 
of the disclosures was that there 
was a German-Magyar conspiracy 
against the Archduke Francis Ter- 
dinand, heir apparent to the throne 
of Austria, who as assassinated 
at Sarajevo on June 28, 1914, be- 
cause he was considered a rival of 
the then Emperor William. 


Mr. Creel said Mr. Sisson accept- 
ed the privilege of using the cor- 
respondence in behalf of the United 
States government. Translators 
and a photographer in the service 
of the committee on public informa- 
tion were set at work to translate 
the documents for general publica- 
tion in this country as the final pub- 
lic contribution of the committee, 
according to Creel. He. declared 
one copy was to be turned over to 
Secretary of State Lansing for use 
of the peace conference commission 
investigating responsibility for the 
outbreak of the war, while another 
was to be sent to the committee at 
Washington for release to the press. 
He added that Mr. Lansing’s copy 
undoubtedly was in his hands and 
that the copy for the press probably 
was on its way to this country. 


Blocking Berlin’s Plan. 


In a report to Mr. BSisS8on ‘on the 
scope of the letter, Captain Imman- 
uel Voska, U. 8S. A., head of the 
Prague bureau of the committee on 
public information, said: 


“From the documents and letters 
it will be shown that Francis Ferdi- 
nand was working on building up 
a strong Austria which would even- 
tually emancipate itself from the 
influence of Berlin. This was 
blocking Berlin’s plan for expan- 
sion toward the east and the Ber- 
lin government came to an under- 
standing with the Budapest gov- 
ernment to offset the plans of 
Francis Ferdinand. 

‘From one of the letters it is evi- 
dent that the German emperor's son, 
Eitel Frederick, was selected to 
study the Magyar language and to 
make friends of the Magyar no- 
bility. 

“Although no positive proof was 
found from the documerts on hand 
as to the conspiracy to kill Arch- 
duke Francis Ferdinand, it is suf- 
ficiently evident that there was no 
conspiracy in Serbia for that pur- 
pose. The archduke was rather a 
friend of Serbia in hatred of the 
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Supremacy of Force

C. O. McGee, local chairman -of 
the Atlanta Joint Terminal Protec- 
tive Committee of Railway Clerks, 
in a statement issued yesterday, de- 
clared that the railway clerks un- 
der his direction are for J. J. For- 
rester, first, last and at all times. 
Mr. I orrester is president of the 
National Brotherhood of Railway 
Clerks and the one who caused the 
quating of. Cc. F. Jackson; regtonal 
deputy and the one who called the 
recent strike of railway clerks. 

The statement shows that the men 
of the Joint Terminal never liked 
the ruling of Mr. Jackson and even 
before they went out secured from 
him his word that the strike was 
legal. The statement also discloses 
the fact that E. M. McGhee, local 
representative of the railway clerks, 
is also in disfavor with the Terminal! 
clerks. 

Stntement of McGee. 

The statement in full follows: 

“We are for J. J. Forrester, first, 
lastand atalltimes. Whenthe order 
for strike was first issued we did 
not run out, but made inquiry as to 
whether the action was legal. C. F. 
Jackson, our regional deputy, as- 
Sured us that the matter had been 
fully investigated and that the right 
track was being pursued. We did 
not like Jackson, for he represented 
too much authority he did not pos- 
sess. He took things upon his own 
shoulders when he should have re- 
ferred them to our grand president 

“As for E. M. McGhee, the local 
chairman, we have none too much 
love for him either. We want it 
clearly understood that the majority 
of the members of the Atlanta Joint 
Terminal section of Stone Mountain 
lodge did not and will not concur 
in any charges against our national 
president, J. J. Forrester. We know

Walks Into Office and 
Tells Him His Services 
Are No Longer Required. 


BELIEVES THIS ACTION 
OUTGROWTH OF STRIKE 


“If Bruce and His Crowd: 
Do Not Right Wrong 
They Have Done There 
Will Be Hot Things in 
Store,” Says Richardson. 


W. S. Richardson, who for the past 
“ix years has been local freight 
agent for the N., C. & St. L. railroad, 


by General Manager W. P. 
Bruce, who walked into Mr. Rich- 
ardson’s office and told him that his 
services were no longer needed. Be- 
fore the freight agent had a chance 
to ask for an explanation, Mr. Bruce 
had left the office. 

For the past several days, labor 
men have been discussing a re- 
port that Mr. Richardson was 
about to lose out for his actions in 
the recent railway clerks’ | strike. 
When Mr. Richardson was seen last 
night and asked why he was remov- 
ed, he said: 


Threatens Action, 


“I haven't much to say at this 
time. But just wait, if Bruce and 
his crowd do not right the wrong 
they have done me, there will be 
hot things in store for them. I guess 
the reason I am out is something in 
connection with the recent strike. 
I do not know just what it was, but 
{ have hearée such rumors. 

“Why, they didn’t even have the 
common decency to send me a let- 
ter and give me a reason. They 
were afraid to place anything in 


them and they knew it. 

“For the past two months Ih. .- 
been ill apd in no physical condi- 
tion to attend to my duties, but I 
did. go te-the-affice now’ and the.” 
When the strike was called“I I fairly 

crawled out of my bed and went 
to the office, I did what any other 
freight agent would have done un- 
der similar conditions... I wanted the 
situation as far as the freight end 
clarified as soon as possible and to 
this end I worked. 

“On January 1, 1913, Mr. Bruce 
placed me in charge of the freight 
Cc. & St. L. for Atlanta. 
Previous to that time, I had spent 
Sixteen years of service with the 
same road. In fact, I grew up with 
it. Now they have double-crossed 
me, but the end is not here.” 


Richardson in Disfavor. 

All during the railway strike, it 
was charged that Mr. Richardson 
was in disfavor with the men higher 
up'in the N., C. & St. L. railroad, 
for it is alleged that he took 
sides with the strikers. Mr. Rich- 
ardson denies this and says that 
owing to his illness, he went di- 
rectly to the office and, after re- 
maining there for a short while, 
would go home. 

“IT have had nothing to do with 
the strikers’ end of the strike,” said 
Mr. Richardson. “I was too ill to 


do so, but my loyalty to fhe road, 
which I was brought up with, com- 
pelled me to spend at least a-few 
hours a day at my desk.” 

Mr. Bruce announced that J. C. 
Gleason, of Cartersville, Ga., would 
succeed Mr. Richardson on Friday. 
Mr. Gleason, before his station 
with the N., C. & St. L. railroad at 
his last place, was chief clerk in 
the local freight office under Mr. 
Richardson. 

Although no one would be quoted 
on the removal of Mr. Richardson, 
his many friends emong the clerks 
state that they are only waiting for 
their next meeting to pass resolu- 
tions which will tend to show the 
real c&use for the removal of Mr. 
Richardson.

OFFICERS ATTACK 
MILITARY COURTS 


Baker and Crowder Are 
Scored by Former Mem- 
bers of Judge Advocate 
General’s Department. 


New York, March 27.—To support 
reform of courts-martial procedure 
a “system of practiced injustice” 
which “has survived outside the 
United States only in Germany and 
Russia,” a preliminary organization 
was effected at a meeting here to- 
day of former officers of the judge 
advocate general’s department. 

In announcing this step, Major 
George C. Beach, of this city, chair- 
man of a committee apwointed to 
complete the organization, declared 
that, while regretting injection of 
peraonalities into the issue, members 


of the committee.ifeel that Seorétary; 


Beker and General Crowder haye 
placed themselves in an unfortundte 
and unnecessary position before the 
country by opposing the reforms 
advocated by General Ansell,” for- 
mer assistant head of the depart- 
ment. Major Beach added that de- 
motion of Gencral Ansell was “un- 
justifiable’ and “inspired by a 
Prussian disregard of fairness and 
public opinion.” 
Present System Scored, 

‘The present system of military 
justice is a system of practiced in- 
justice,” declared a formal state- 
ment issued by the committee. 

“Weare lawyers who were com- 
missioned as officers in Judge Ad- 
vocate General Crowder’s depart- 
ment. We were amazed andeshocked 
by the court-martial system. We 
found that it secures no adequate 
protection of men charged with mil- 
itary crimes; it permits the con- 
viction and punishment of innocent 
men, as well as the imposition of 
unduly harsh sentences upon men 
who have been guilty of trivial of- 
fenses. 

“Our court-martial system has 
been inherited from English law as 
it existed prior to the American 
revolution; it had its inception in 
mediaeval days when soldiers were 
not free citizens of the flag under 


| which they served, but were either 


paid mercenaries or armed retainers 
of petty lords. 
Other Codes Liberalised. 

“Those were times when armies 
were made up of men who consti- 
tuted the dregs of society, or were 
no more than the chattels of mili- 
tary commanders. England, France 
and other democratic countries have 
changed and liberalized their mill- 
tary code so as to insure justice to 
their soldiers; but our armies are 
still governed by this brutal, me- 
diaeval court-martial system which 
has survived outside of the United 
States only in Germany and in Rus- 
sia.”

Chaplain Ben R. Lacy, Jr., more 
familiarly known as the “Fighting 
Preasaher,”’ will be in Atlanta Sun- 
day and will preach at the Central 
Presbyterian church, from which he 
has received a call to become its 
pastor. Chaplain Lacy, of the 113th 
field artillery, who recently re- 
turned from France with his regi- 
ment, is now stationed at Camp 


Jackson, Columbia, S. C., from 
where he expects to be discharged 
very soon. 

Chaplain Lacy when he received

terian church in the south, was on 
the battlefields of France. He said 
he would come to Atlanta and look 
over the field at his first opportu- 
nity and he received a lenve of ab- 
sence to come here to discuss the 
call.

The “Fighting Preacher” distin- 
guished himself by preaching, bury- 
ing the dead, fighting day and night, 
doing all equally well, is the state- 
ment of his captain, L. P. McLendon.

He would fight when 
there was fighting to do, but many 
are the times when, under shellfire, 
he led his men in prayer waiting for 
an attack. Dr. Lacy was offered a 
commission in the regular army as 
captain, but he always declined, 
saying that he wanted to continue 
preaching. 

Chaplain Lacy is a native of North 
Carolina—descended from preachers 
on both sides of his house. He was 
educated at Davidson, where he won 
the Rhodes scholarship and spent 
two years at Oxford college in Eng- 
land. Dr. Lacy took a full course 
at the Union seminary and won the 
Roge scholarship and afterwards 
served as assistant professor. 

Since that time he has been the 
assistant pastor of the First Church 
at Raleigh, his principal service be- 
ing with three or four. small 
churches in that presbytery. When 
the war broke out he went to a 
school for chaplains and afterwards 
was assigned to the 113th field ar- 
tillery, with which he went to | 
France.

BY SCHEIDEMAN. 

Weimar, via Copenhagen, March 
27.—(By the Associated Press.)— 
Speaking today in the national as- 
sembly Philipp Scheidemann, the 
chancellor, said semi-official and 
non-official reports were increasing 
daily that “fresh aggravations in 
the peace conditions are expected to 
be announced; that unprecedented 
sums in compensation are to be im- 
posed; that wide stretches of pure- 
ly German territory are to be tak- 
en, and that crushing restrictions 
are to be imposed in financial and 
military matters.” 

“Assuredly a large part of these 
alleged conditions are invented,” the 
chancellor continued, “so that rep- 
etition they will mccustom us to 
these unheard-of demands and the 
final conditions may seem almost 

rable to us. They are invented 
in order to create an atmosphere 
which will suffocate protest even 
against a peace of violence. Our 
peoples, which were ill-treated by 
the armistice more cruelly than by 
the war, recognize this method. A 
cry not of a Chauvinist nature, but 
of the deepest despair, which ap- 
peals to the highest there is, to the 
conference of humanity—is going 
up throughout Germany.” 

Appeals for Union, 

Herr Scheidemann said the pro- 
tests against the alleged conditions 
were due to patriotic fears. - The 
government knew this loyalty to the 
empire was the most valuable pos- 
session entrusted to its control and 
would not permit it to be entrenched~ 
upon at home or abroad. The chan- 
cellor appealed to the people to 
stand together, adding: 

“The so-called radicals of the left 
have no right to protest against acts 
of oppression, for we are respon- 
sible under the treaties of Brest- 
Litovsk and Bucharest.” 

Declaring that Great Britain had 
rejected a proposal to establish an 
international tribunal to investigate 
responsibility, for the war, Herr 
Scheidemann said: 

“Even if Germany were respon- 
sible for all the crimes she is ac- 
cused of, has she thereby lost the 
right to protest’ against fetters 
which throttle her? Spa was worse 
than Brest-Litovsk, because Spa 
shows that it learned nothing from 
Brest-Litovsk.”’

MONROE DOCTRINE 
MEETS OPPOSITION 


Paris, March 27.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—It developed to- 
night that unexpected obstacles 
had arisen concerning the Mon- 
roe doctrine amendment to the 
league of nations covenant, mak- 
ing it doubtful whether the 
amendment can be incorporated 
in the revised document. 


Paris. March 27.—(By the Assoe 
ciated Press.)—Containing neither 
any reference to the Monroe doc- 
trine nor to the Japanese proposal 
for recognition of the racial equale 
ity of nations, the draft of the 
covenant of the league of nations 
today is in the hands of the special 
drafting committee.

Woman Suffrage Recognized, 

Among other améndments adopt- 
ed Wednesdtay night was one dle 
rectly recognizing the principle of 
women’s suffrage in that it proe 
vides that the offices of the league 
are open to women as well as to 
men, 

The much discussed question as 
to the possibility of the withdrawal 
from membership in the league of 
nations was settled by an amend- 
ment permitting withdrawal on two 
years’ notice, but not until such na- 
tion has filled out its international 
obligations. 

Article X of the covenant, 
which the Monroe doctrine amend- 
ment would apply, stands in its 
original form, President Wilson hav- 
ing reserved for the present the

Magyars, as he knew of the con- 
spiracy between the Berlin and the 
Budapest governments. 

“It is shown from the letters that 
Aehrenthal (Austro-Hungarian for- 
eign minister) annexed Bosnia in 
1909, and Serbia protested through 
Russia and was supported by Eng- 
land, Count Czernin had an audience 
with Francis Ferdinand. The latter 
was against war with Serbia, as the 
powers would say “Halt” after Ser- 
bia was overridden and nothing 
would bein such a war. But Count 
Hoetzendorf, the chief of staff, was 
strongly for war. The Austro-Hun- 
garian general staff was strongly 
under the influence of the German 
general staff. 

Barrier te Germany. 

“It is also shown: 

“(1) That a strong 
Austria under Francis Ferdinand 


was too strong a barrier against 
German é¢xpansion towards the Far 
East. Francis Ferdinand started to 
centralize his power first with the 
creation of a ‘ministry of the impe- 
rial court,’ of which the intentton 
was to offset Magyar power. 

“(2) That there was a strong op- 
position against the direct, secret 
and common electoral right for Aus- 
tria and Hungary. 

“(3) That there was a fusion of 
all gristocrats and landlords in Aus- 
tria and Hungary for the support of 
the emperor against peoples’ rights 
and social democrats. Feudalism 
and despotism was supposed to re- 
turn under Francis Ferdinand. The 
emperor and the aristocrats, with 
other landlords wanted to rule. In 
Hungary, Count Tisza and a certain 
Mr. ristoffy were the secret sup- 
porters of Francis Ferdinand 
through Count Czernin. Other Hun- 
garian aristocrats, according to doc- 
uments, were pro-German and called 
rebels’ by Francis Ferdinand. 

“Again, Francis Ferdinand was a 
danger to the German emperor and 
his aspirations. Emperor William 
feared and hated the Slavs, but liked 
the Magyars. He said that Francis 
Ferdinand was too rabid toward the 
Magyars and tried to influence him. 

“A way via German Austria and 
Hungary to the Far East was nat- 
ural, as the Magyars had aspira- 
tioms: for Bosnia and Herzegovina. 
The Magyars with a German prince 
as their king (Eitel Frederick) 
would have been the best allies of 
William II. And the pro-German 
and pro-war Austrian general staff, 
with Count Hoetzendorf at its head. 
is another connecting link with the 
aspirations of the Germans in the 
Far East. The war has proved all 
this. The old Austrian emperor and 
Emperor Charles were too stupid to 
see the real cause of the war and 
the aims of the Germans and the 
Magyars.

ALL GALICIA 
IN REVOLUTION. 

Vienna, Wednesday, March 26.—A 
wireless dispatch received from the 
soviet government at Moscow de- 
clares all of Galicia is in a state of 
revolution. The movement is de- 


scribed as having begun in the oil 
districts near Drobhobyoz, where 
the workers established a_ soviet 
government, and have spread to the 
surrounding districts.

London, March 27.—A republic 
has been proclaimed in Bessarabia 
and its directorate has ordered mili- 
tary operations against the Ru- 
manian army, a part of which has 
been forced to fall back, according 
to a Warsaw dispatch to The Tele- 
graph. It is stated that the move- 
ment is evidently engineered by Bol- 
sheviki supported by Ukrainians who 
seek to break through Rumania to 
establish contact between Moscow 
and Budapest. 


9,000 NAMES STILL 
LISTED AS MISSING 


Have All Been Reported 
in Casualty Lists—Work 
of Identification Still 
Going On. 


Washington, March 27.—General 
Pershing reported to the War de- 
partment today that there are still 
5,500 officers and men of the expe- 
ditionary forces listed as missing. 
This total compares withthe British 
official figures of 161,800 missing 
and the French of 290,000. 

All of the 5,500 names reported as 
missing are in casualty lists already 
published, the report said. Rein- 
terment of bodies in isolated graves 
in the centralized cemeteries is fur- 
nishing additional identification in 


a number of cases, and for this rea- 
son the records of the grave regis- 


tration service are being carefully 
etudied. 
Reports Re-examined. 

Re-examination of grave registra- 
tion reports and also of hospital rec- 
ords, referred to by General Peshing, 
was said by officials at the war 
department to explain the “killed 
in action” and “wounded in action” 
casualties still appearing in the 
daily casualty lists sent out by the 
department. 

The British war office, General 
Pershing’s report said, had adopted 
the policy of considering twenty- 
six weeks in the case of an officer 
and thirty weeks for an enlisted 
man as the length of time after the 
man had been recorded as missing 


before death is presumed. In the 
|French army, he said, no definite 
| period had been fixed. 

“No accurate estimate of unreport- 
ed deaths can be given,” said Gencra 
Pershing’s report. “There are, how- 
ever, approximately 5.500 missing 
to be accounted for, all ef whom 
have been reported to Washington 
as missing. Reinterment of bodies 
removed from isolated graves toa 
centralized cemeteries is furnishing 
additional identification of deaths 
hitherto reported as missing. This 
is especially true of reburials of 
bodies originally buried by allied 
units to which American’ troops 
were attached, identifications being 
either incomplete or imperféctly reg- 
istered at interment. 

Identification Difficult. 

“Deaths of American soldiers in 
French hospitals of which only 
meagre and often incorrect records 
on file are likewise disclosed by re- 
burial of these bodies resulting In 
complete identification. Access to 
sites of prison camps in Germany 
and to territory formerly within 
enemy’s lines is leading to discov- 
ery of many American graves and 
identification of casualties previous- 
ly reported as missing. 


the American expeditionary force 
have heretofore been furnished a 
complete list of officers and men 
carried as missing up to February 
1. All units are required to display 
such list in places accessible to 
members of the command for the 
purpose of securing casualty infor- 
mation from every possibie source. 


This expedient is resulting in locat- 
ing hitherto unknown graves and 
identification showing present status 
and whereabouts of many battle cas- 
ualties. 

“Consideration should be given to 
the fact that method of warfare 
as well as the extent of terrain 
fought over lent exceptional diffi- 
culties to discovery and burial of 
dead. Burial parties frequently 
completed their mission under heavy 
fire and often could only be done 
under cover of darkness thus making 
identification difficult and often 
impossible. Reburials are now fur- 
nishing means of identification in a 
great majority of such cases. For 
this reason grave registration and 
chaplain reports are being again in- 
vestigated. A small percentage of 
such reports investigated are prov- 
ing to be cases of American dead 
previously unreported as such. As 
rapidly as identification can be com- 
pleted from’ information oriignally 
filed or subsequently obtained from 
every possible source, correct pres- 
ent status of each case is being re- 
ported by cable.”

Of Recognition 


St. Louis, March 27.—News that 
woman e6uffrage had been recog- 
nized by the league of nations as 
told in an Associated Press dispatch, 
reached the annual convention of 
the National American Woman Suf- 
frage association here just after the 
close of the afternoon session, but 
it quickly passed from delegate to 
delegate and there was general re- 
joicing. 

Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt, presi- 
dent of the national association, was 
the first to see the dispatch and de- 
clared, “It is wonderful. Suffrage 
is recognized the world over, It 
could not be otherwise.” 

Dr. Anna Howard Shaw, honorary 
president of the national association, 
declared : 

“It is splendid. People of the 
United States will understand what 
democracy means by the time the 
peace conference gets through and 
recognizes the services of women. 
Not only recognizes the service, but 
their intellectual counsel and ex- 
perience. The world moves. The 
United States must hurry.” 

The National American Woman 
Suffrage association will become the 
League of Women Voters following 
the national convention of the as- 
sociation in February, 1920, the new 
name having been selected today in 
the jubilee convention, in session 
here.

themselves for such work; the open- 
ing of new avenues of opportunity— 
these are some of the benefits Mrs. 
Price cited as the plan of the fed- 
eration, 

Women’s associations of com- 
merce, she stated, are already feder- 
ated in eight states, and ramped 
in five. These are eager for & na- 
tional body, while the Young Wom- 
en's Christian association, itself so 
efficient in organization that it was 
selected by the United States gov- 
ernment as the best avenue for the 
war work of women, is so convinced 
of the value and necessity for fed- 
eration that it is financing the 
movement. 

This financing, however, is 
through its war budget, with the. 
sanction of the secretary of war, and 
thus is not a part of its regular field 
work. The Y. W. C. A. will lend its 
support to the federation, but the 
federation, when effected, will be 
independent and non-sectarian. 

Only clubs having seventy-five 
per cent or more business women’s 
membership are eligible to the feder- 
ation, but the individual woman not 
in business may be a member. 

As orginazer for the south, Mrs. 
Price explained, she is beginning 
her work simultaneously with four 
other organizers, these five to cov- 
er the country, each in a different 
section. 

Organized Common Sense. 


That the time is ripe for organi- 
zation to prove itself was Mrs. John 
K. Ottley’s theme. All thé trained 
common sense that can be brought 
to bear on the big problems facing 
the business woman, like every ele- 
ment of society, is needed, she em- 
phasized, to meet the conditions that 
are looming in the immediate fu- 
ture, and nowhere is it to be found 
to greater degree than among wom- 
en in business. 

It will be pre-eminently the part 
of the women, in the rapidly chang- 
ing order of things, to see that the 
important things of life, the essen- 
tials of civilization, be preserved.

Pure 
clean, fresh raw milk in the diet 
of a child has no equal. No parent 
can possibly afford to feed each child 
— than a pint of fresh milk every 
ay. 

Children are young animals—we 
are all animals physiologically. If 


young animals are kept on a diet 
which contains insufficient propor- 
tions of “fat-soluble A,” that is, in- 
sufficient butter fat, the result is 
invariably poorly developed and 
easily decaying teeth. The ‘“‘fat- 
soluble A” in fresh milk, butter or 
cream, then, is indispensable for 
calcium (lime) metabolism. Rick- 
ets is inherently a failure of lime 
metabolism. The chief element of 
the teeth is lime.

served are (1) delayed loss of the 
primary teeth; (2) delayed cutting 
of the permanent teeth; (3) irregu- 
larity in the position of the teeth, 
especially the central incisors, which 
often overlap; (4) defective enamel, 
or absence of enamel (erosions); (5) 
the teeth are abnormally soft and 
crumble easily. 

Remember, these effects are inde- 
pendent of the hygiene of the mouth, 
but wholly due to improper diet.

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T ogoland, Germany’s Prize Colony 


~ 


Washington, March 20.—(Special.) 
Concerning Togoland, one of the 
earliest and richest of German col- 
onies, Whose disposition is being 


considered by the peace conference, 
the National Geographic society has 
issued the following bulletin: 


“Togoland is shaped like a hogs- 
head, with a 32-mile base resting 
in the Gulf of Guinea, its. sides 
swelling to more than three times 
that width, crowding the British 
Gold coast possessions to the west, 
French Dahomey on the east, and 
its narrow top tapering into the 
Niger region. 

“Germany annexed Togoland in 
1884, the year she launched upon 
her colonial expansion with the ac- 


quisition also of northeastern New 
Guinea and the Bismark Archpela- 
go. Togoland was the first colony 
to dispense with imperial subsidy. 

“Along the seacoast Togoland’s 
soil is rich and sandy, its climate 
warm and moist. The hinterland is 
higher, wooded and drier, but. sel- 
dom arid. Thus, the land is adapted 
to a wide variety of products, 
among which the growing of cocoa- 
nuts, corn, rice, tobacco and coffee 
already has been highly successful. 
The exports include considerable 
quantities of ivory, kernels, copra, 
palm oil and rubber. 

“This colony affords a commenta- 
ry upon Germany's application of 
bureaucratic methods to her posses- 
sions. Despite heavy German emi- 
gration to the United States and 
South America, and despite her ef- 
fort to divert this flow to her col- 
onies, only about 300 Germans were 
to be found among the million na- 
tives of Togoland in 1910. Most of 
the’ 300 were engaged in govern- 
ment service, either in the coast 
cities of Lome, a made-to-order 
town, Which Germany planted on 
the side of a fishing village, and 
Little Popo, or inland government 
stations at Misahohe or Bismark- 
burg. 


On Slave Coast. 
“Togoland jJies along the 
Slave coast of Africa. Behind the 


treacherous shoals and bars slave 
traders defied cruisers from 
shelter of lagoons and inlets that 
abound along the shores where they 
obtained their human stock in trade. 
They found the native chiefs, espe- 
cially the Dahomeys, coastal people 
of Togoland as well as of Dahomey, 
only too ready to barter human be- 
ings for rum and trinkets. Tribal 
leaders made forays to supply the 
demand. Frequently they burned 
villages by night and corralled the 
inhabitants when they fled. 
“Northern tribes of Togoland are 
mostly Hausa, a mixed negro race, 
who have become civilized and in- 
dustrious. But the Dahomeys, In 
the south, present a curious blend 
of shrewdness, cruelty and supersti-

tion. Small, robust and athletic, 
they climb trees like monkeys, easi- 
ly become fluent linguists, but cling 
to fetichism and still practice can- 
nibalism. 


“The king of the Dahomeys is a 
tribal deity. He controls the lives 
and property of his subjects. Form- 
erly he was regarded as more 


ethereal than human; he was be- 
lieved to require neither food nor 
sleep. He strengthened that im- 
pression by having all food served 
to him in solitude, and haaring peti- 
tions from behind a screen. Consul- 
tation with his ministers was car- 
ried on through his wives, who were 
state dignitaries. Genuine Ama- 
zons formed his bodyguard, and 
these warrior women were reputed 
to be as fearless and brave as those 
of toa mythology and much more 
cruel. 


“Only the sons of the dada, or 
queen, were regarded as heirs. From 
among the Amazons the sovereign 


selected other wives, but all except 
the favored few were celibates. The 
king was considered the father of 
all his subjects. 


Exchange of Children. 
“The Bolsheviki are doing nothing 
new in their reported arrangement 
for interchange of infants among 


the various mothers of the com- 
munity nurseries set up by the 
soviets. In Dahomey children were 
taken from their mothers at an 
early age and given to other fami- 
lies so they might form no ties 
which would conflict with their 
allegiance to the king. 

“Any object blessed by the Da- 
homey priests became a fetich. 
Snakes were held in special esteem. 
Formerly children were regularly 
sacrificed and human. beings were 
roasted for food. Tribal dances 
were amazingly intricate, some last- 
ing 36 hours. So imbued were the 
Dahomeys with belief in immortality 
that they readily volunteered for 
sacrifice and the wives.of Dahomey, 
like those of India, 
die when their husbands did. 

“Togoland’s area igs about 
to that of Maine. Two northern 
towns, Yendi and Sansane Mangu, 
lie along the caravan route from 
Ashanti to the Niger region, 

“Germany edged into the 
éoast bécausce, in 1884, 
portion still ruled by 
Togo was tke only part from the 
Gambia to the Niger not controlled 
by some civilized power.

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Turkey Restores. 10,000 Armenian Children

As a result of this 
order, the Turks now are delivering 
large numbers of these children to 
the allies before we are ready to re- 
ceive them. At one place in Armenia 
where the Armenian population was 
almost entirely wiped out, the Turks 
have surrendered 2,000 children. 
Ten thousand of these Armenian 
children surrendered by the Turks 
are now in Constantinople and the

Declare That Low Prices 
Paid by Rail Administra- 
tion Causes High Prices 
for Public. 


Washington, March 27.—Bitumi- 
mous coal operators of the country 
through the National Coal associa- 
tion announced tonight that they 
would not resume conferences with 
the industrial board of the depart- 
ment of commerce with a view to 
readjusting coal prices until “the 
co-operation and support of the rail- 
road administration and other gov- 
ermment departments buying coal 
had been secured.” Whenever the 
board could assure such co-opera- 
tion, the coal men said, they would 
be willing to continue the confer- 
ences which began yesterday. 

The operators, who represent ap- 
proximately three-fourths of the 
country’s bituminous production, 
after conferring today with the 
board, adopted a resolution setting 
forth their attitude and issued a 
statement charging the railroad ad- 
ministration with adoption of “un- 
fair practices which would drive the 
price of railroad fuel far below the 
cost of production.” 

Railroads Versas Public. 

Members of the industrial board, 
of which George N. Peek is chair- 
man, refused tonight to comment 
on the conferenses with the coal 
men beyond saying that “‘only gen- 
eral policies had been discussed.” It 
was understood, however, that in the 
conferences the prices fixed by the 
railroad administration and other 
governmental agencies for coal was 
the chief contention. 

The representatives of coal indus- 

try told the board that approximate- 
ly thirty per cent of the total pro- 
duction of bituminous coal was con- 
sumed by the railroads of the coun- 
try, and accordingly prices at which 
the railroad administration bought 
coal had a direct bearing on the 
prices to the public. 
“Under these circumstances,” said 
the statement issued by the coal 
association, “the operators consider 
it vital for the board and the indus- 
try to know at the outset whether 
or not the United States railroad 
administration would accept the de- 
cision of the conference as to rea- 
sonable and fair prices for coal and 
make its purchases of railroad fuel 
at those prices, 

“It developed at the meeting that 
in spite of Director Hines’ publicly 
announced polic 


fair practices, which would drive 
the price of railroad fuel below the 
cost of production. This would ne- 
cessitate advancing the price of coal 
for the general conusming public to 
a point sufficient to absorb the 
een anvolved in the production of 
coal for railroad use. It was, there- 
fore, apparent that unless the rail- 
road administration would lend its 
co-operation and bind itself to ac- 
cept the findings of the conference 
no beneficial results for the general 
public could be obtained. 


No Promise of Co-operation. 


“Such assurances of co-operation 
on the part of the railroad adminis- 
tration was not forthcoming. 

“The operators accordingly made 
clear to the board their readiness 
to resume the consideration of the 
question of prices whenever the co- 
* operation and support of the rail- 
road administration and other gov- 
ernment departments buying coal, 
had been secured. 

“The resolution in which the op- 
erators went on record to this ef- 
fect, is as follows: 

“Resolved by the representatives 
of the bituminous coal operators of 
the United States, in meeting as- 
sembled in Washington, March 27, 
1919, at the request of the indus- 
trial board of the department of 
commerce, acting in conjunction 
with the United States fuel admin- 
istrator, that the operators of the 
country declare themselves ready 
to go into conference with the in- 
dustrial board with a view to co- 
operating with the government in 
atabilizing prices of bituminous coal 
during the readjustment period upon 
their being assured by therindus- 
trial board that the United States 
railroad administration and other 
governmental agencies purchasing 
= are also willing to co-oper- 
ate.”’ 


Charge is Denied. 


Emphatic denial of the charge of| -

the coal association against the 
railroad administration was made in 
a statement issued tonight by Henry 
B. Spencer, director of the adminis- 
tration’s diviison of purchases, in 
the absence of Director General 
Hines, who is making a tour of in- 
spection through the southern and 
middle western states. 

The statement said the railroad 
administration had been in constant 
touch with officials of the National 
Coal association in order to insure 
that instructions issued to railroad 
purchasing departments in regard 
to coal purchases were carried out. 

“We have requested the members 
of this association,” said Mr. Spen- 
cer, “to bring to the attention of 
the railroad administration any fail- 
ure to carry out the instructions is- 
sued by the director general. so 
that we could investigate the matter 
and remedy the fault, if any existed.
